Tolerance for the downtrodden ebbs Public seeks safety in new legislation 
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The Associated Press 

WASHINGTON — Americans may 
have finally decided this year they’ve hod 
it with panhandlers and loiterers, drug sell- 
ers and prostitutes, squeegee men and graf- 
fiti artists, welfare porents without jobs, 
streets Tittered with people in obvious need 
of medical care. 

Call it compassion fatigue or plain frus- 
tration. But cities and states increasingly 
arc trying to restore order to their. streets 
and discipline to their social policies, with 
Congress poised to do the same to the fed- 
eral welfare program. 

“Clearly something has crystallized in 
the last year," said Fred Siegel, a historian 
at Cooper Union college in New York. 
"This is becoming mainstream thinking." 

It’s not that America has become a na- 
tion of Scrooges. In fact, one recent poll 
found 81 percent would pay higher taxes 
to help the homeless. But there are many 


signs that the pendulum is on its way back 
from the far side of the permissive 1960s. 

“The implicit slogan of the ‘60s was ’it 
is forbidden to forbid,’ " said Siegel. “But 
people arc discovering that if you allow 
dysfunctional behavior in a limited way, 
you allow it to spread throughout society." 

Election returns this year suggest that 
’politicians arc imperiled if they don’t deal 
head-on with the declining quality of urban 
life and the public's increasing impatience 
with whatJSicgcj pnlls "Ihc moraL deregula- 
tion of society.” 

In New York, in San Francisco, in Los 
Angeles, in Rochester, the candidates who 
won were those who understood their con- 
stituents’ anger about steps that smell like 
urine. Sidewalks lined with sleeping bod- 
ies. Open-air drug markets. Frighteningly 
aggressive panhandlers. "Tagging crews” 
that cover a city with graffiti. Squeegee 
men who smear filthy cloths on wind-

But sifting through January laws like tea 
leaves, trends appear. Last year saw a lot 
of taxes and lax breaks aimed to squeeze 
revenue from tin anemic economy.

“We’re talking major, major dollars," he 
said.. “If wc need a change, that’s wonder- 
ful. but businesses need to be notified six 
months in advance." 

Jess Gorman, who lives at 923 Burley 
Ave.. said the change would confuse 
emergency vehicles since street addresses 
a block or two away wouldn’t change. 
While his address would change to 287 
Burley Ave., those on nearby blocks still 
would be in the 900s. 

'Tt's an awful lot of bother to change,” 
he said. “This. is. the simplest area in the 
country to find.” 


Israel may bring

CAIRO, Egypt — Palestinian and Israeli negotiators may have a 
new proposal to consider today when they begin their third attempt to 
smooth over the differences that have delayed implementation of their 
peace treaty. 

In Jerusalem, Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin told his Cabinet 
that Israel was ready to double the amount of land it would cede to 
Palestinian control around the Wc£t Bank town of Jericho, Israeli radio 
said. 

The two sides hope to pave the way for a summit of Rabin and PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat and the start of Israeli withdrawal from Jericho 
and the Gaza Strip.

Flood tops ~ 
list of 1993 — 
news stories

. . The Great Flood of ’93 — with its death, 
destruction and distress that tested Midwest 
mettle jn nine states — was named the top 
news story of the year in a survey of news 
executives by The Associated Press. 

Runner-up among the 300 respondents in 
the 57th annual survey was the npocalyptie 
image from a wind-swept Texas prairie — 
a botched raid of a religious cult, a 5l-duy 
standoff with a self-proclaimed Lamb of 
God and nn inferno that left more than 80. 
dead. 

The Waco fire barely topped the No. 3 
choice — the fledgling presidency of 
William JcfTerson Clinton, whose tribula- 
tions were tempered by accompli shment in 
his inaugural year. 

The remainder of the Top 10 included, in 
descending order: 

Terrorism comes .home to America with 
•the World Trade Center bombing; the So- 
malia mercy mission turns horribly wrong; 
two bitter Midcast foes shake hands but 
pcucc remains elusive; n free trade agree- 
ment among the United Stutes. Mexico and 
Canada; hculth-carc reforms: political 
crises in Russia; and the bleeding wound of 
Bosnia. 

The second 10 was more top heavy with 
domestic stories. They included: 

Clinton’s tax and deficit-reduction pack- 
age; the U.S. economy; California wild- 
fires; domestic crime; gays in the military: 
the Los Angeles riots aftermath: guns and 
the Brady bill; South Africa moves toward 
democracy; the Amtrak train wreck: and 
Michael Jordan's triumph, tragedy and exit.

1. FLOOD — The numbers only told 
part of the story: 48 dead, more than $10 
billion in damage, farmlands twice the size 
of New Jersey inundated, 100 rivers over 
flood stage and 15 waterways at all-time 
high levels, 70,000 people displaced. 421 
counties declared disaster areas, 50 towns 
ravaged, 70 percent of the region’s levees 
overwhelmed, barge traffic grounded, the 
Mississippi at St. Louis over Hood stage for 
a record 80 duys. 

But for all the losses, there also were 
heroic struggles by volunteer sundbuggers 
to hold back the roilthg rivers. The town of 
Vnlmcycr, 111., voted to relocate on higher 
ground while others debated the wisdom of 
trying to control the Mississippi behind 
fioodwalls.

' Continued from A 1 
shields and then demand money 
from motorists. 

These arc the nightmares that 
cause business and the middle class 
to flee, that discourage urban invest- 
ment, that keep suburbanites at 
home on weekends. The- bottom line 
is economic survival. 

Anxious city councils arc moving 
to outlaw steeping, camping, loiter- 
ing and other disruptive street activi- 
ties. Community policing is much in 
vogue, not because it stems crime 
but because a cop walking a beat 
brings civility and order to chaotjc, 
threatening neighborhoods. 

In state capitols, meanwhile, law- 
makers are cracking down on wel- 
fare recipients. No extra money for 
extra babies in New Jersey and 
Georgia, on the theory that working 
people don’t get raises for new chil- 
dren. No aid to teen-age mothers in 
Massachusetts unless they live with 
their parents or in a supervised 
group home. 

Conservative writer Charles Mur- 
ray stirred the pot this year by ask- 
ing whether tcen-uge mothers should 
receive welfare at all. And the 
emerging federal consensus, en- 
dorsed by President Clinton, is that 
welfare benefits to all mothers give 


way to mandatory work after a limit- 
ed period. 

Proponents of all these moves say 
they’re interested in discipline, stan- 
dards, responsibility and getting help 
for those who need it — not in pun- 
ishing victims. Advocates for the 
homeless and poor, however, say 
their answers are facile and some- 
times cruel. 

“Sometimes these ordinances are 
misguided,” said Laurel Weir, a lob- 
byist with the National Law Center 
on Homelessness and Poverty. 
“They end up trying to legislate the 
symptoms of homelessness out of 
existence rathcr s than addressing the 
causes.” 

How can you tell homeless people 
they can’t sleep in the street when 
there’s nowhere else to go? ask civil 
liberties and legal aid groups. How 
can you tell them not to urinate in 
the street when cities don’t have 
public toilets? How can you make 
welfare mothers work when jobs, 
child care and medical aid are un- 
available? 

House and Urban Development 
Secretary Henry Cisneros said Sun- 
day that “warehousing pcoplc-is just- 
not an answer" to the homeless 
problem facing American cities. 
“The answer cannot be just sweep- 
ing people off the streets,” he said 


on NBC's “Meet the Press.” 

But conservative William Bennett, 
former education secretary and drug 
czar in 1980s, said city officials in- 
creasingly arc feeling political pres- 
sure and “are now reversing their 
policies” toward the homeless be- 
cause often “they constitute a nui- 
sance and,., a threat to the safety of 
other people.’’ 

Some of the same groups talking 
tough on welfare reform and home- 
lessness. say- governmentshould 
spend more to solve just such prob- f 
lems. But they say there’s no reason 
meanwhile to tolerate deviant or ir- 
responsible behavior. 

People do not have “n constitu- 
tional right to do uncivil things,” 
said Rob Teir, general counsel for 
the American Alliance of Rights and 
Responsibilities, which helps cities 
defend their ordinances.

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PACs revamp 
their philosophy 
on contributions 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation's largest political action 
committee is scaling back its contri- 
butions to candidates for Congress, 
believing that politics of the future 
lie less in brute dollars than in 
homc-growp-aoWism. 

The PRC of the National 
AssociatiotWof Realtors, which has 
—been. spending more tha n S4 million 
on friendlyTawmnkers in each two- 
year election cycle, will reduce that 
to about S2.S million this time 
around. 

"We were not getting the most 
effective expenditure of the amount 
of money we did raise,” said Steve 
Dricslcr, a senior association execu- 
tive. “Rather than carpel bombing 
every congressional campaign, 
we're going to be a lot more 
focused and targeted in our giving.” 

With Congress contemplating 
campaign finance reform, other 
groups also arc taking a fresh look 
at how they spend political money. 

“As the PAC movement matures, 
we're finding that there’s a lot of 
rethinking and reviewing going on,” 
said Steven Stockmcyer, who repre- 
sents an association of business 
political action committees. 

The Realtors’ board of directors 
ratified the changes for their organi- 
zation at a meeting last month in 
Miami Beach, Fla. 

They include new programs to 
encourage at-home fund-raisers for 
candidates, where local real estate ■ 
people can informally “bundle" 
individual contributions; to recruit 
local campaign volunteers; and to 
“ use m&re “soft" dol lanr— corporate - 
money that’s banned for direct giv- 
ing to candidates — to promote the 
organization’s issues. 

To help pav for the new efforts, 
the Realtors ;top giving id the 
Republican and Democratic parties 
and to - the PACs of congressional 
leaders, and will slash about $1 mil- 
lion from independent spending for 
congressional candidates. 

All the moves are aimed at pro- 
moting government policies friend- 
ly to the real estate industry. “The 
reason we engage in political activi-. 
ty is to advance the legislative agen- 
da of our members,” Dricslcr said. 
“We don’t do it just for the hell of 
it.” 

Political scientists say groups arc 
increasingly realizing that direct 
contributions to candidates alone 
don't get them what they need in 
Washington. A balanced political 
program also includes one-on-one 
lobbying, organizing grassroots 
constituents to make themselves 
heard, issue education and hands-on 
campaign work. 

The American Dental 
Association, for example, plans to 
spend up to S2 million this year to 
increase its grassroots efforts on 
health care reform, on lop of the 
$1,5 million or so it will spend on 
direct giving to candidates. 

“If you don’t have a couple hun- ' 
dred members in each congressional 
district who are informed and com- 
mitted, then you don’t have what 
you need to be able to get to that 
member” of Congress, said ADA 
Executive Director John Zapp. 

Besides, with the proliferation of 
PACS — the number has grown 
from 3.700 to 4,700 over the past 
decade — individual groups and 
their contributions become drowned . 
in a sea of political money and must 
find other ways to stand out. 

"PACs don't seem to have as 
much influence us both the people 
who give the money and the press 
who criticize them think," said 
Dennis Thompson of the Brookings 
Institution, a Washington pojicy 
organization. 

“There’s a widely held view that 
they seem to give to both sides, and 
cancel each other out," Thompson 
said, 

Stockmcyer said business, in par- 
ticular, learned a hard lesson from 
the fight over the North American 
Free Trade Agreement, a pact it 
helped push to a come-from-bchind 
victory in Congress. 

“They were either rusty or totally 
inexperienced as to what you have 
to do in o fulj-court press," he said. 
Business groups realized they need 
to sharpen their grassroots skills, an 
area long dominated by labor, con- 
sumer and environmental organiza- 
tions. 

"If you’re really serious about 
being involved in the political side 
of things, there’s a lot you should 
be doing aside from just handing 
out money." Stockmcyer said.

Florida town mayor may land in jail 




HIALEAH, Fla. (AP) — For the 
once and present mayor of Hialeah, 
the future is very tentative. 

Raul Martinez runs this blue-col- 
lar city of nearly 200,000 knowing 
that within months, if his appeal 
fails, he could be trading his busi- 
ness suit and office for a prison uni- 
form and cell. 

“It’s not an easy thing to live 
with," Martinez said. “With every 
thought you have, every dream you 
have, it’s always on your mind.” 

Hialeah voters on Nov. 9 gave 
Martinez four more years, even 
though 'a federal judge had already 
given him 10. He was eonvictcd in 
1991 on federal racketeering and 
extortion charges. 

Ilis campaign led to legal chal- 
lenges and allegations that have 
reached to Washington, where an 
aide to Attorney General Janet Reno 
is under fire for her role in 


Martinez’s re-election bid. 

His losing opponent, Nilo Juri, has 
filed suit challenging Martinez’s 273- 
vote victory. The lawsuit questions 
the validity of some absentee votes. 

Reno aide Lula Rodriguez, 
Martinez's sislcr-in-law, helped on 
his campaign and witnessed 1 1 
absentee ballots. She has denied 
wrongdoing, but faces a Justice 
Department inquiry into her conduct. 

Martinez, back in office after being 
suspended following his 1990 indict- 
ment, said he’s getting the city mov- 
ing again, starting with cleanup pro- 
jects. and studying the budget. 

Mis re-election in the face of his 
conviction and sentence appeared to 
d&fy logic. 

"What exactly is the mandate for 
an elected racketeer’?" mused Miami 
Herald columnist Carl Hiaasen. “Is he 
expected to continue extorting'?" 

“It’s because the people don't 


believe it. It’s because the people 
know me; they’ve known me for 24 
years," said Martinez, who said the 
charges stemmed from politics, not 
wrongdoing. 

Martinez isn’t the first convicted 
felon elected mayor in Hialeah. The 
laic Henry Mi lander was re-elected 
in 1370 after being convicted and 
sentenced to probation on grand lar- 
ceny charges. f •• X

School officials: Lottery money 
disproportionate to ‘investment’

HAILEY - High school students in Blaine 
County have u roof over their head thanks in 
part to money from the Idaho Lottery. 

But lottery money only paid for a third of 
the roofing bill last year. 

"Wc enjoy the lottery money wc get, but it 
doesn’t go very far,” said Philip Homer, 
Blaine County School District superinten- 
dent. 

"It hurts us in the eyes of the public be- 
cause people think we're getting more than 
wc get." 


Last year, Blaine County School District 
received $66,423 from the lottery. But that’s 
only .006 percent of the district’s annual $12 
million budget. 

And Homer's schools received only a 
small fraction of the money that Blaine 
County residents and tourists “invested" in 
buying lottery tickets. 

Blaine County has bought $3,101 million 
in lottery tickets and its schools have re- 
ceived $255,901 fora return of 8.3 percent. 

By comparison. Twin Falls County schools 
and the College of Southern Idaho got back 
more than 40 percent of the money the coun- 
ty’s lottery players spent on tickets. 


Like many other Magic Valley school su- 
perintendents. Homer said voters and legisla- 
tors have a false impression that the lottery is 
a major contributor to schools. As a conse- 
quence. he said, voters tend to vote down 
school bond issues and legislators don’t give 
enough state funds for schools. 

“I don't buy lottery tickets,” Homer said. 
“1 never luivo and 1 never will because it’s a 
bad way to fund your public education sys- 
tem. But Idaho has chosen to do it that way." 

The lottery distributes its school money 
based solely on the number of students in 
each school district. That. Homer-said, makes

Student helps write new UI alcohol policy

TWIN FALLS - A Universi- 
ty of Idaho student is home for 
the holidays oficr finding him- 
self embroiled in a statewide 
controversy over alcohol abuse 
on Idaho college campuses. 

Shelby Lcforgcc, 22. helped 
- write a new alcohol policy for 
UI fraternities and sororities af- 
ter an investigation revealed 
_ that two fraternities. at. the uni- 
versity broke previous alcohol 
policy the night last August 
when 19-year-old Rcjcna Cogh- 
lan fell from an upper-story bal- 
cony of the Alpha Phi house on 
the Moscow campus. 

"It was partly the fraternities' 
fault because people at the party 
were serving minors, but she 
could have obviously said no,” 
Lcforgee said. 

“Too many people come to 
the college already drinking," 
he said. “It's a high school as 
well as a college problem.” 

Coghlan’s parents have filed 
a civil suit against the two fra- 
ternities. 

Lcforgee, past president of 
the Interfratemity Council, was 
among several university repre- 
sentatives who met with the 
State Board of Education Sept. 
13 to discuss the state alcohol 
policy. Leaders and. faculty of 
every public college in Idaho 


were also present to address the- 
issue. 

The state board conducted an 
open forum for students Oct. 6. 

It decided not to change the 
statewide alcohol policy the fol- 
lowing day. 

"I have learned how to work 
with administrators and that 
you cannot please everybody," 

Lcforgcc said. "We did the best 
job wc could under the circum- 
stances. There was pressure 
from the state board and the 
governor to make a decision 
about the fraternities and about 
her being there.” 

Leforgcc was critical of Gov. 

Cecil Andrus and the state 
board for intervening. Given a 
chnnce, he said, “the university 
and Interfraternity Council 
would have handled the situa- 
tion properly.” 

"The council investigated 
whether or not the two fraterni- 
ties had broken previous alco- 
hol policy, not whether the girl 
had been drinking at them or 
not," Lcforgcc said. “They had 
violated policy so the council 
imposed sanctions." 

The new UI policy, which ap- 
plies to the Moscow campus, 
gives fraternities and sororities 
two choices. 

The groups can either place

Most districts 
see no need for 
gang-related 
clothing ban

BUHL - Ask Buhl High School students 
what they think of the 20-month-old policy 
prohibiting them from wearing gang-relat- 
ed clothing, and you'll probably get (his re- 
action: 

Say what? 

"It’s not going to do anything. Nobody 
enforces it,” said freshman Nanci Morris, 

15. "The kids didn’t even know about it." 

As the Twin Falls school district consid-T 
ers a policy that would outlaw gang-related 
clothing at school, other area districts say 
they haven’t thought about enacting some- 
thing similar. 

_ "F or the near futu re, wc_don!t .anticipate... 
Implementing one,” said Larry Manly, 
Wendell School uistrict’s superintendent. 
“With all of the demands on school admin- 
istration and paperwork we have from the 
federal government, we’re kept busy.” 

Officials at die Joint Jerome School Dis- 
trict No. 261 and the Gooding Joint School 
District say they don’t have a policy be- 
cause gangs aren’t a problem at their 
schools. The Kimberly School District no. 
414 doesn’t have a problem cither, accord- 
ing to Superintendent John Gamer, but he 
said a policy similar to Buhl’s is "on hold.” 

Gamer said he and some school adminis- 
trators drafted a policy more than a year 
jago after he saw photos of gang-related 
graffiti taken by a Magic Valley police of- 
ficer. He declined to give details because 
he hasn’t gotten staff opinion but said it 
deals with hats as well as certain eolors 
and clothing styles that could be gang-re- 
lated. 

Gamer said implementing such a policy 
requires explaining to several groups of 
people why it’s needed. 

"If wc suddenly pass a policy that’s not 
understood and supported in the communi- 
ty, we’re going to have u parent come to us 
and rightfully say. ‘how come?’" Garner 
said. "You can’t ring the bell early and ex- 
pect people to support it if they don’t sec 
the need." 

The Idaho School Boards Association is 
attempting to draft a policy that can be dis- • 
tributed to various school boards around 
the state that nsk for one, said executive di- 
rector Alan Smith. Six weeks ago. after 
hearing about gang activity in Salt Lake ■ 
City, he requested information about gang 
clothing policies from school* districts 
across the nation. 

"We’re a step behind. I’m afraid," he 
said. "You can’t sit down and write this in 
an afternoon." 

Eugene Pyles, superintendent of Buhl 
Joint District, said gangs aren’t a problem 
at Buhl High School. Nevertheless, he said, 
it’s better to have a gang— related clothing 
policy early rather thun late. 

"My philosophy is, you tty to prepare for 
things so you have a policy before you 
have a problem,” he said. “So for, we 
haven’t had to use the policy and I hope we 
never have to. But if wc do, it’s there." 

The policy says that the activities of 
gangs, hate groups and similar organiza- 
tions arc forbidden on school property and 
at school functions. Those activities in- 
clude "the possession of group paraphemo- , 
lia and materials ... and any other behavior, 
such as the wearing of gang colors or in- 
signia and the use of language, clothes, 
gestures that provoke violence or seek to 
advocate the purpose and objectives of 
such groups." 

The policy was adopted in April 1992, 
No one objected, Pyles said. . 

He said he got the idea for a policy a few- 
years ago, when local school principals 
said they were' concerned about youths 
from California on probation who were 
sent here to live with relatiyes.JThc policy,

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Too 
often, teachers and school nurses 
are the last to know when a student 
has a potentially serious health 
problem. 

But a pilot program to address the 
problem Hus been working in the 
Nebo arid 1 Logan school districts 
and. by next year, officials hope to 
have the Comprehensive School 
Health Record program operating in 

29 of the state's 40 d istricts. 

Under the state-funded prograiiir 
parents fill out a health question- 
naire for their school-age chi.ld. The 
information is kept in permanent 
records and includes all kinds of 
medical information, from allergies 
to immunizations. 

for children with a more serious 
health problem such its asthma, dia- 
betes or seizures, parents meet with 


the teacher and the school nurse to 
develop an emergency action plan. 

"It’s really what school nursing is 
all about," said Pauline Hartvigsen, 
a public health nurse hired by the 
Nebo District. "You arc able to in- 
teract with parents, find out a 
child’s problem, follow up and 
work with a teacher so that if some- 
thing docs go wrong, there is a 
plan.” 

Health issues arc becoming more 
'prominenHn -school s-as- children — 
with physical or mental disabilities 
arc taken out of special programs 
and assimilated into neighborhood 
schools, Hartvigsen added. 

While the pilot program has 
proven to be successful, officials 
say that mandating the program is 
impossible because there arc not 
enough school nurses.

The complex funding formula in- 
cludes such factors as student popula- 
tion, amount of taxable property in 
each district, tht-distancc students 
must travel to school, and the number 
of special-education students per dis- 
trict.

“Hc never said it,” said 
Prosecuting Attorney Dan McGee, 
who takes issue with the judge's 
sentence in the case, but not 
Kosoncn's legal integrity or sensi- 
tivity toward rape victims. ”1 don’t 
agree with any of the clamor that’s 
been made about the misquote. It’s 
unfair to the judge, it’s unfair to the 
prosecution, and to society in gener- 
al, that the judge is being chastised 
for a statement he nevpr made.” 

Kosoncn sentenced Sapp to prison 
for onc to six years, but retained 
jurisdiction pending a six-month 
evaluation of Sapp at the North 


Idaho Correctional Institution. 

McGcc said there’s plenty to 
quibble about over the sentence 
without chastising Kosoncn for 
something he didn't say.

"If anyone had been there at the 
sentencing, this .wouldn't have come 
up."

LEWISTON (AP) — Some say 
Idaho’s gifted students arc being left 
behind, despite a mandate by the state 
for schools to accommodate their high- 
ly capable students. 

"Children in Idaho arc being short- 
changed and wc must understand they 
arc the fulurc of America,” said Connie 
Hall, Moscow High School coordinator , 
for gifted and talented students. 

A report released by the U.S. 
Department of Education last month 
revealed that many of the nation's 
brightest children arc not being served 
in public schools — Idaho's included. 

Gradually over the past decade, 
financing for many special services has 
been cut in Idaho. Lost year, the state 
mandated gifted and talented programs, 
but provided no additional money. 

Since the early 1980s, Lewiston's 
program has diminished significantly. 
The district went from four full-time 
gifted coordinators to two, and the high 
school gifted program was eliminated. 

Lewiston's program serves 53 stu- 
dents in nil, compared to neighboring 
Moscow, which has five gifted coordi- 
nators, onc at every school, and serves 
214 gifted students in kindergarten 
through 12th grade. 

Margaret Duncan, a fifth-grade 
teacher and former gifted coordinator, 
said she is concerned with the lack of 
attention many gifted and talented stu- 
dents nfc receiving compared to 10 
years ago. 

"The program wc had was at every 
school am! it was visible; There seemed - 
to be more of a carryover and it was 
easier to attract that borderline, not- 
identified child," Duncan said. "Now 
wo' arc risking the cream of the crop 
and lowering the standard of education 
olfthc way around." 

Small schools are also scrambling to 
pryvidc enrichment for highly capable 
students. Many of these districts with 
tight budgets arc allowing individuals 
to Advance on their own through a con- 
cept called "curriculum compacting." 

Ip Genesee, for example, onc student 
who is advanced in English is currently 
writing a novel with the guidance of his 
teacher to provide an extra challenge in 
creative writing.

Wilderness areas in Idaho 
could mean economic boom 


— Idahoans listening to the naysayers 
who see economic doom in expanding 
Idaho’s wilderness areas should look to 
neighboring Utah and Montana, where 
studies show this likely won’t be the 
case. 

Utah, especially. The office of the for- 
mer governor kept quiet a study that con- 
tradicted the prevailing pojitieal view that 
the state’s proposed Bureau of Land 
Management wilderness plan would crip- 
ple Utah’s economy. 

, Just last month, the state’s new gover- 
nor, Mike Leavitt, released die years-old 
study that found Utah eould gain 600 
jobs and sec its income increased by SIS 
million annually under a 1. 9-million acre 
wilderness proposal. 

It would lose 14 jobs and $360,000 in 
personal income, the study said. But 
those losses are clearly outweighed by 
the tourism and recreation that wilderness 
designation creates. Who thought, even 
20 years ago. that Utah’s ski industry 
would become one of the state’s largest 
money-makers? 

It’s' important to point out that the 
study of the BLM's plan was done by the 
state budget office under the thumb of a 
wilderness-hostile governor and Legisla- 
ture. It’s possible that an independent ex- 
amination would reveal even more eco- 
nomic assets. 

As it is everywhere where wilderness 
is proposed, mining, timbering and 
ranching interests purport to show that 
.wilderness decimates the industrial and 
ranching base of a stale. The reality is 
that boom -and -bust mining and timbering 


is shrinking fast us oil economic factor in 
the West. 

In Idaho, for example, mining cmploy r 
ment represents only 2 percent of the 
state's total, timbering 12 percent to IS 
percent. Idaho's surging economy is car- 
ried on the wings of people and small 
business Hocking here for its quality, of 
living. A fax machine and phones now 
enable firms to do nationwide business 
from Ketch urn or Kamiah. 

Natural resource economics, especially 
ranching, will always contribute signifi- 
cantly - and wc want them to - but we 
must face the fact that they are no longer 
leaders. 

In Montana, Thomas Michael Power, 
chairman of the University of Montana’s 
economics department, demonstrated that 
the most expansive Montana wilderness 
plan would mean a loss of 1,600 jobs. 
But wilderness designation would soon 
compensate for all those job losses, his- 
study showed. 

That's because enough people are seek- 
ing places to live and work where. Power 
emphasizes, "economic well-being, the 
real economic determinant, means low : 
cost living, high-quality recreation, a 
quality social environment, low crime 
rates and scenic, natural beauty." 

Wilderness designation is not an eco- 
nomic panacea for any state. But its po- 
tential economic benefits cannot be ig- 
. nored as Idaho’s congressional delegation 
considers more wilderness here. We want 
all the facts, just like the folks in Utah 
now, after some delay, arc starting to get.

PACFISH will help salmon 

As Idaho’s salmon go extinct, a growth in- 
dustry rises' I n'thrir^kcroutcry-tn'crvvhat 

“the feds" are doing lo Idaho loggers, ranch- 
ers and farmers in the name of salmon. 

The latest .attack is on the National Marine 
Fisheries Service for imposing the “PAC- 
FISH” standards on Idaho’s Salmon National 
Forest. These standards, developed by Forest 
Service scientists, feature wide strcamside 
buffer zones in which activities like roads 
and logging arc lightly controlled. PACFISH 
may be adopted by the Forest Service and 
Bureau of Land Management on all their 
Idaho lands next year. 

Idaho’s timber industry is running ads say- 
ing PACFISH will cripple them, isn’t needed 
for our watersheds an^ won’t help salmon, 
whose real problem is downstream dams and 
commercial fishing. The Idaho Farm Bureau 
says those radical environmentalists arc once 
more behind it all. 

There is one sure truth in that list. Until 
the downstream federal ditms arc fixed, Ida- 
ho’s salmon will not recover. But I think Ida- 
hoans should support PACFISH neverthe- 
less. 

Better protections arc needed for Idaho 
watersheds. Existing Forest Service stan- 
dards havc allowed much damage to water- 
sheds in heavily logged parts of Idaho, like 
the Panhandle. Existing BLM standards have 
allowed much damage to heavily grazed ri- 
. parian areas in southern Idaho. 

As for the dams killing salmon. I’ve about 
had it with those who point fingers at them 
but won't life a finger to help fix them. This 
year, salmon advocates tried to get money in 
Congress to start fixing two of the dams. To 
his credit, Rep. Mike Crapo helped; he per- 
sonally lobbied key senators like Mark Hat- 
field. But Sens. Craig and Kcmpthome re- 
fused to help. We lost. 

Idaho’s senators won’t listen to conserva- 
tionists and fishermen. They do listen to the 
"'"timber industry, Fqrm Bureau and Cattle "As- 
sociation. Until those groups do more than 
point fingers at the dams, until they visit' Lar-" 
ry Craig and demand that he start helping, 
they won’t change anything on the ground - 
for salmon or the peoplc-thcy Yc supposed to 
represent.

QUINCY, Mass. (AP) — Donna j 
Spenser faces a drug charge, but she 
hasn't gone to trial yet No matter. The 
i charge got her evicted from her apart- 
ment. 

Spenser is one of the targets of a lit- 
tle known strategy in the war against 
drugs: kicking people out of housing 
when they are suspected of being in 
the drug trade. It’s an approach criti- 
cized as more trouble than it’s worth. 

-“I’m supposed to be out of here,” 

said Spenser, an admitted drug user, as 
she left her building recently. *'I don't 
know what’s going to happen." 

The Drug Enforcement 
Administration is working with police 
and landlords on battling drug dealing 
in rental housing, including use of 
evictions, said Jack •'Kelly, a 
spokesman for the DEA’s New 
England office. 

In ‘New England, the DEA has 
trained 500 police officers in more 
than 400 police departments in how to 
keep drug activity out of rental hous- 
ing. The DEA has been training law 
officers in drug-related evictions for 
about three years and they ore done 
elsewhere around the nation ns well, 
Kelly said. 

Police in Quincy said they are sim- 
ply trying to clean up drug-blighted 
areas. 

"The way we look at it, we’re out to 
help the neighborhood,” said'Policc 
Chief Francis E. Mullen, who is fol- 
lowing the lead of other Massachusetts 
cities, including Boston! Worcester 
and Brockton. 

The strategy creates more problems 
than it solves, said some advocates for 
the poor. 

"This is bad stuff,” said John 
Roberts, executive director of the Civil 
Liberties Union of Massachusetts. 
“Where do they expect those people to 
go?” 

."This is a system which, if abused,

WASHINGTON (AP) — New 
laws and pressure from farm-state 
legislators have resulted in sharp 
increases in purchases of gasohol 
for the federal fleet of cars. 

But the yast majority of govern- 
ment automobiles still bum con- 
- vcntional gasoline. 

Congress passed legislation two 
years ago requiring government 
agencies and employees to buy 
gasohol anytime it costs no more 
than unleaded gasoline. Gasohol is 
a blend of nine parts gasoline and 
one part ethanol, a product' of com 
and other grains. 

Until then, the government had 
been buying just 1.6 million gal- 
lons of gasohol a year, about 1 per- 
cent of its annual purchases of 
automobile fuel. Over the past two 
years, the government has signed 
contracts for 5.8 million gallons of 
gasohol, about 2 percent of the total 
bought. 

"That’s really a minuscule 
amount,” said Jack Huggins, presi- 
dent of Pekin Energy Co. of Pekin, 
III., the notion’s second-largest 
ethanol producer. 

Gasohol has 8 percent of the 
gasoline market nationwide. 

"I'm disappointed. ... This 
doesn’t represent the kind of signif- 
icant progress I was hoping for," 
said Sen. Byron Dorgan, D-N.D., 
who wrote the gasohol legislation. 

Dorgan has asked the General 
Accounting Office, the investiga- 
tive arm of Congress, to find out 
why the government isn't buying 
more gasohol. 

The government uses gasohol 
most often in the Pacific 
Northwest, where it is mandated by 
local environmental laws, and the 
Southeast, according to the Defense 
Department, which makes bulk 
purchases of fuel for both the mili- 


tary and other government agen- 
cies. 

"There arc many, many instances 
where we solicit bids when gaso- 
line wins because gasohol is not 
offered or it is not price competi- 
tive,” said Howard Kaufer, an 
attorney for the Defense Fuel 
Supply Center. 

The survey found gasohol con 
cost 40 cents more per gallon than 
regular unleaded in many areas, 
though it costs at least 3 cents less 
in regions where it's more popular, 
according to a 1991 Agriculture 
Department survey. 

The gasohol legislation was one 
of o series of measures Midwestern 
members of Congress hove been 
pushing in recent years to build a 
bigger market for ethanol and raise 
com prices. 

Under political pressure, the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
proposed earlier this month to guar- 
antee some ethanol is used as a 
gasoline additive in certain polluted 
cities. 

The nation currently uses about 
1.2 billion gallons of ethanol a 
year, which consumes 400 million 
bushels of corn. Corn prices 
increase a nickel a bushel for every 
1 00 million bushels used. 

A Florida wholesaler who had 
been trying to get the government 
to buy more gasohol says the legis- 
lation has made a difference. 

Rick Outzen, vice president of 
Mocar Oil Co. in Pensacola, says 
he recently won fuel contracts to 
two air bases by offering gasohol. 

Prior to 1992, the military turned 
down Outzen 's bids, saying they 
did not want to buy gasohol. 

"From our point of view we’re 
real pleased with it. It docs look 
like the government has changed 
their attitude,” Outzen said. 


Study shows 4 most severe’ 
drop in college enrollment 


WASHINGTON (AP) — College 
and university enrollments fell this 
fall in three out of four states in a poll 
_hy the American Council o f- 
Education. The council said it was 
“most severe” decline recorded in six 
years of surveys. 

“We feel pretty confident that this 
docs represent a national trend," said 
David Merkowitz, spokesman for the 
council. 

Merkowitz said the 16 states 
responding to the survey represent 
more than 40 percent of the student 
body at two-year and four-year public 
and private colleges and universities. 
Twelve of those states showed 
declines. 

ACE officials attributed the enroll- 
ment decline to reduced course offer- 
ings, tuition increases and enrollment 
caps associated with state budget con- 
straints and to increased job opportu- 
nities accompanying the economic 
recovery. 


Merkowitz said the shrinking pool 
of 18- to 24-year-olds "may be a fac- 
tor but not much of one" in the 
_dcdining-cnrollmemsrl!e'Said 40 
percent of today's college students 
arc "non-traditional" — older, attend- 
ing part-time and supporting depen- 
dents. 

Of the 16 states providing complete 
enrollment information, only 
Georgia, New Jersey, Tennessee and 
Texas reported increases. 

Enrollment drops ranged from 2.5 
percent in Mississippi to 0.1 percent 
In Maryland. Other states reporting 
declines were Colorado. Connecticut, 
Illinois, Indiana, Louisiana, 
Minnesota, New York, Ohio, 
Oklahoma and Virginia. 

ACE said lower enrollments were 
reported in five states of 19 states in 
1992, three states in 1991 and one 
state — Connecticut — in 1990. 
Enrollments in Connecticut have fall- 
en for four consecutive years.

Landslide kills 15, injures 62 in slum 

ALGIERS. Algeria — A wall of rain-soaked earth crashed through a 
hillside slum, killing at least IS people and injuring 62, officials said. 
Rescue crews gingerly looked for survivors Sunday. 

The slide late Saturday night in Oran destroyed the shanties of 130 fami- 
lies, and survivors were evacuated to tent camps in other ureas of the city, 
Algeria's main western port. 

Officials said the homes of wood scraps and corrugated metal were "ille- 
gal constructions," built without foundations on the unstable hillside of Ras 
el- Ain, a poor neighborhood.

The otficiul APS news agency said IS bodies were found and that 21 
children were among the 62 injured. 

Detonator alert extends to entire coast 

BORDEAUX, France — France’s entire Atlantic coast was closed to 
, bcachgoers Sunday after more detonators that fell oft' a freighter washed 
ashore. Forecasters said winds could push some to northern Spain. 

Nearly 5,000 detonators, used in construction projects, have been found 
on French beaches in the past week after a Cypriot freighter with 34,000 of 
them lost some of its load at sea. 

Beginning with the Brittany coast, officials have progressively closed 
beaches southward as more detonators were found. 

The Pyrenees-Atlantiques department bordering Spain closed its beaches 
Sunday as a precaution, though no detonators had been seen. 

Warring factions agree to cease-fire 

KABUL. Afghanistan — After nearly iwo months of ferocious fighting, 
rival Afghan factions agreed Sunday to a cease-fire, although few people 
expected it to last. 

Even ns the truce was announced, rockets rained down on the capital for 
a second day, killing at least two people and wounding several. 

Since Nov. I, fighters loyal to Prime Minister Gulbuddin Hekmatyar 
have been battling President Burhanuddin Rabbani’s militia for control of a 
60-mile swath of territory north and east of the capital of Kabul. 

The two factions have broken at least three truces in the past two months. 

Grenade attacks on aid groups injure 2 

MOGADISHU, Somalia — A Muslim group's threat to shoot anyone 
trying to spread Christianity was followed by grenade attacks at the offices 
of Western charities during the Christmas holiday weekend, a U.N. official 
said Sunday. 

Two Somali guards were injured when attackers threw grenades into 
Catholic Relief Services buildings in the southern city of Baidoa on 
Christmas. Eve. U.N. officials didn’t know how serious the injuries were. 

Nobody tyas injured in a similar Christmas Eve incident at the Baidoa 
offices of the Irish aid organization Goal Ireland. 

• The attacks came after an anonymous group claiming to represent 
"Muslims who are ready to die for the sake of Islam" issued a written 
warning to tiie United Nations and private Christian voluntary organiza- 
tions. 

Pope calls marriage indissoluble bond 

VATICAN CITY — The breakdown of the family .erodes the base of 
society’s values and poses risks for all of mankind, Pope John Paul II said 
Sunday to open the International Year of the Family. 

The pope, speaking to .thousands of people in St. Peter’s Square, said 
men and women must enter into an "indissoluble marriage” and welcome 
all children they conceive. 

'Hie pope said the “rediscovery’’ of die family "is of decisive importance 1 
amid the crises facing humanity today." 

The message against divorce and contraception followed traditional 
Roman Catholic principles, but Vatican spokesman Joaquin Navarro said 
last month the pontiff plans to write a major statement on abortion and 
family values. 

Suspected Muslim militants kill 5 

ASSIUT, Egypt — Suspected Muslim militants shot dead four plain- • 
_ clothes police and a bystander Sunday in southern Egypt, making this 
" month one of the bloodiest in the extremists’ confrontation with security 
agents. 

Gunmen opened fire on the four policemen as they were on their way to‘ 
work in the town of cl-Qusiya, killing them and wounding a bystander who 
later died in hospital. The attackers made off with the policemen’s 
weapons, witnesses said. 

The latest killings come a week after a series of attacks in Assiut 
province left 14 people dead in two days. 

7 die in cathedral grenade attack 

MANILA, Philippines — Attackers hurled three grenades into a Roman 
•Catholic cathedral packed with worshippers Sunday, killing seven people 
and injuring about 130 others. 

'Ilie attack was at the San Pedro Cathedral in Davao City, the largest city 
on Mindanao island. Five people were killed in a similar atlack at the 
cathedral in 1 98 1 . 

Police and Davao City Mayor Rodrigo Dutertc said the attack occurred 
. about 6:35 p.m. 

No group claimed responsibility for the attack, but suspicion fell on 
Muslim extremists. , 

Typhoon Nell hits southern Philippines 

CAGAYAN DE ORO, Philippines — Typhoon Nell slammed into the 
southern Philippines on Sunday with sustained 75, mph winds and veered 
toward the populous central islands, dumping torrential rain and forcing 
thousands from their homes. 

There were no immediate reports of casualties.

China celebrates Mao’s centenary 


BEIJING (AP) — Communist 
China's leaders gathered Sunday on 
the centenary of Mao Tsc-tung’s birth 
to praise him os a great patriot while 
lauding the man who scrapped his 
policies, Deng Xiaoping, as his natural 
successor. 

About 10,000 people, including top 
officials and Mao's relatives, assem- 
bled under a massive portrait of Mao 
inside the Great Hall of the People for 
a nationally televised commemorative 
rally. 

- President Jiang Zemin in an hour- 
long speech hailed Mao as a “great 
patriot and national hero" who brought 
to an end China’s "scmi-colonial and " 
semi-fcudal society.” 

Jiang, dressed in a dark-gray Mao 
suit, argued that those contributions 
outweighed mistakes made by the 
“Great Helmsman" in his final years, 
particularly the ultraleftist Cultural 
Revolution of 1966-76, Mao's cam- 
paign to stamp out any lingering capi- 
talist influences. 

Much of the speech was devoted to 
praising Deng, who became China's 
top leader two years after Mao’s 1976 
- death and quickly scrapped Mao's 
emphasis on violent class struggle and 
egalitarianism. 

Deng, who was purged twice by 
Mao for pragmatism during the 
Cultural Revolution, has stressed mar- 
ket-style economic reforms dial allow 
some to get rich ahead of others. 
Those reforms have "inherited, 
enriched and developed Mao Tsc-tung

He rarely makes 
public appearances nnd didn’t attend 
the rally. 

Two powerful octogenarians also 
purged by Mao, former President 
Yang Shangkun and party elder Bo 
Yibo, were given seats of honor at the 
from of the dais.

attended but didn’t get similar scats of 
honor. 

After the speech, Jiang and die other 
leaders visited Mao’s mausoleum, 
bowed in front of a statue of the late 
leader and walked silently past the 
crystal sarcophagus where his body lies 
partially covered with a Chinese flag. 

Just as noteworthy ns the commemo- 
rative activity wits what the party didn’t 
do. For example, none of the national 
newspapers printed their front pages in 
red, as they typically do on important 
occasions, indicating a party effort to 
keep celebrations restrained. 


Most Britons want end to state support of royal family

LONDON — Most Britons 
believe that the royal family should 
no longer be supported by taxpayers, 
according to a nationwide poll 
released Sunday. 

Reflecting broad dissatisfaction 
with the monarchy’s financial bene- 


fits, the poll by the Sunday Observer 
showed that nearly three-fourths of 
those surveyed wish to drop state 
support for the royal family, which 
receives S15 million a year to cover 
expenses incurred during official 
duties. 

Queen Elizabeth 11 decided in 
April to join other Britons in paying 


income tax, and she has opened up 
her London home. Buckingham 
Palace, to tourists to help pay for 
fire damage to another residence, 
Windsor Castle. But the poll sug- 
gests that these moves have not 
quelled criticism of public financing 
of the royals.

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Winter suffers unwary 
sportsmen unkindly

SUN VALLEY — Cold-weather sports — from 
downhill and cross-country skiing to skating to in- 
ner-tubing — really do liven up a dreary winter. 

But the combination of ice, speed, cold and sud- 
den changes in the weather is an accident waiting to 
happen, so be prepared if it does. 

For Sarah Goldmnnn, 17, of Kctchum, it was a 
skiing mishap that sent her to the emergency room 
last Tuesday. 

"1 was skiing with the (Sun Valley) Freestyle Ski 
Team and we were just making warm-up runs and 
practicing short swing turns, and 1 caught air off u ’ 
knoll and I just landed with a lot of impact," she 
said. "It wasn’t a mtational injury. It was just a lot of 
force." 

Goldmann. who is a winter emergency care certi- 
. fied national ski patroller, said as soon as she landed 
she was pretty sure she had hurt herself. Turned out 
to be an anterior cruciate ligament rupture. 

If you’re a skier, that’s your worst nightmare, be- 
cause technology has eliminated many of the other 
hazards of the high country. 

“I’m not saying it’s impossible to get hurt skiing, 
but the risk is so greatly reduced that it’s almost neg- 
ligible.” Karen Brozek, director of skiing at Michi- 
gan’s Shanty Creek and Schuss Mountain ski areas, 
told Knight-Riddcr Newspapers. "Skiing is good for 
you. It sure beats going front the soap opera to the 
refrigerator." 

Modem ski boots nnd quick-release bindings have 
dramatically reduced the broken lower leg that was 
so common in the 1940s and ’50s, but .it hasn’t elim- 
inated such injuries. Dr. Bill May, un orthopedic sur- 
geon with the Intermountain Orthopedic Clinic in 
Twin Falls, said he still sees some fractures of the 
tibia nnd fibula, usually just above the top of the 
boot. 

And then there’s skier's thumb. That happens 
when a ski pole gets caught in the skier’s hand, 
pulling the thumb and teuring a ligament on the in- 
side. It can keep you off the slopes for a few weeks. 

But a ligament tear or rupture in the knee — now 
the most common injury in skiing — can put you on 
Crutches for the season. 

Dr. Tim Floyd, an orthopedic surgeon with the 
Sawtooth Orthopedic Clinic in Sun Valley, said an 
injury to the anterior cruciate ligament, which is lo- 
cated in the center of the knee, usually requires 
surgery, and that’s what happened to Goldmann. 

Other winter sports have their own, unique haz- 
ards, but like skiing, the chance of injury is probably 
no greater than in vigorous summer sports such ns 
mountain biking, statistics show. 

An insurance- industry survey in the mid-1980s 
showed that of the top 10 most dangerous sports, 
only two — skiing and ice hockey — - were winter 
sports and that neither produced as many injuries as 
football or long-distance running. 

But unlike summer sports, skiing, skating, tubing

The rules of engagement: Stay safe on the slopes

Ccrtnin injuries are unique to each winter 
sport. Here are some of the most prevalent, 
and the best ways to prevent them: 

Skiing 

Knee injuries arc so common in skiing, 
said Dr. Tim Floyd, an orthopedic surgeon' 
with the Sawtooth Orthopedic Clinic in 
Sun Valley, for a very simple reason: 

On skis, each leg is independent of the 
other, so when a the skier falls, oftentimes 
his legs will get torqued around and put u 
lot of stress on either the bone or the knee 
ligament. 


Cross-country skiers are subject to the 
same forces, but they’re not going fast or 
downhill, so it's unusual for them to break 
a bone when they fall, Floyd said. 

But they do get overuse syndrome — 
sore tendons and ligaments — that can be 
quite puinful. 

While some injuries will happen fo even 
the most cautious of skiers, Floyd said 
there are some sensible precautions, such 
as good physical conditioning and stretch- 
ing. 

Sun Valley has a fair number of visitors 
from coastal areas who arc older and out of 
shape, he said, and who have heart attacks 
on the mountain. 


"They're up there exerting themselves 
nnd they’re nt 7,000 or. 8,000. feet," Floyd 
said. "So If you’re not in good shape or 
have u history of heart problems, you 
should check with your 'physician first be- 
fore taking something like this on." 

Safe equipment is important, Floyd said. 

If they haven’t been used since last win- 
ter, skis should be checked by a competent 
ski shop to make sure the bindings are set 
where they should be and that the edges arc 
tuned. 

"Occasionally we’ll see somebody who 
fell, and probably would not have gotten 
injured if their binding released when it 
should have*,* Floyd said. "Or occasionally 


we’ll sec somebody who’s just skiing 
along, and-nll of u sudden a ski comes off 
because the binding was set too loosely, 
causing him .to full.” 

Whatever the sport, he said, control is vi- 
tal. 

In other words, don’t get going too fast 
‘for your ability. 

Floyd said some people will get caught 
up in the exhilaration of the sport and get a 
little out of control. If there is nn obstacle 
such as a rock or stump in their way or if 
another skier cuts in front of them, tlicy’re • 
beyond the point where they can stop or re- 
act in time.

SOMETHING FISHY:, The drumbeat among 
anti-cholesterol forces to lower fat consumption 
has boosted fish-eating among people concerned 
about their hearts’ health, but this may be a mixed 
blessing. There arc some signs thai’eating too 
much fish can lower a person’s ability to fight off 
infections. This word comes from scientists nt the 
human nutrition research center at Tufts University 
in Boston. In a study of 22 volunteers, the Tufts re- 
searchers found that those eating fish, every day. 
eventually hid significantly reduced their immune 
responses compared with those whose dietary fat 
came from vegetable oil. That doesn’t mean that 
people should shun fish, said Simin Meydnni, a 
nutritional immunologist who conducted the study. 
"Our findings simply call for moderation,” Mcy- 
dani said. “An excess intake could have some un- 
desirable effects, whicl] can be prevented by get- 
ting adequate levels of anti-oxidant nutrients." 

. SIX-DO LLAR TRAGEDY: In one dehydration 
ease documented in 1991 in the JoumaJ of the 
American Medical Association, the Hispanic 
mother of a 9-month-old baby who had diarrhea 
nnd was vomiting phoned her pediatrician at 
Boston City Hospitnl and was advised to adminis- 
ter Pedialyte, the solution manufactured. by Ross 
Laboratories. When she got to the pharmacy, she 


found the cost was $6, but she did not have enough 
money to make the purchase. She did not call the 
doctor for further advice, and the infant continued 
to get sicker. The next morning, she brought him 
to the emergency room where, despite heroic mea- 
sures and thousands in hospital costs, he died with- 
in three days. 

LEFT HELPLESS? Left-handed children arc 
significantly more likely to be accidentally injured 
than right-handers. Researchers reporting those 
findings in Pediatries said the cause could be envi- 
ronmental — from items designed for right-han- 
dcTS — orhiologicnl, or perhaps a combination of 
both. 

DEPRESSING STATISTICS: Be careful — it’s 
depressing out there. Mental depression costs the 
United States nearly $44 billion a year, must of it 
in treatment costs and lost productivity, and em- 
ployers of depressed workers arc paying more than 
half the total, says n new study in the Journal of 
Clinical Psychology. Not included in those totals 
arc the costs of depression stemming from alcohol 
and drug abuse. The study also found, a loss of 
$7.5 billion in lifetime earnings of people who 
commit suicide as a result of depression.

The article reported that the 
$10,000 in insurance money that 
could pay for the funeral could not 
be used because the hospital had a 
lien on it. which is standard operat- 
ing procedure for the hospital. 

And it 
brought to mind that we and thou- 
sands of your other devoted readers 
listened to your advice and joined 
Tlie Living Bank.

HUEBNER: Yours was one of many 
letters I received voicing concern, so 
although the article did not concern 
The Living Bank (which I do pro- 
mote), I called its director, Bruce 
Conway, to ask for more informa- 
tion. He replied: 

DEAR ABBY: Thank you for pro- 
viding us the opportunity to correct 
for your readers, and the general 
public, the misunderstanding con- 
cerning the Florida mother who was 
supposedly charged for donating her 
son's organs. 1 have been in contuct 
with Les Olson, the director of the 
University of Mi^mi Procurement 
Center who procured the organs, and 
he advised me that the perceived 
problem presented in a national 
news story has been resolved. 

The 24-year-old man was in- 
volved in an automobile accident on 
Sept. 12. 1993, and was taken to the 
hospital with severe head injuries. 
He was admittcd'to the trauma cen- 
ter. where all efforts were made to 
save his life. Upon arriving at the 
hospital, the mother was advised 
that her son was brain-dead and on a 


respirator, and she was asked to do- 
nate his organs. She gave consent, 
and the medical procurement team 
proceeded with the testing and pro- 
curement. She was advised the next 
day that five vital organs had been 
utilized and five recipients’ lives had 
been saved due to her generous con- 
sent. 

The hospital sent an unaudited bill 
to her within a week, which is stan- 
dard procedure. The organ procure- 
ment center was contacted; they re- 
viewed the statement and will pay 
95 percent of it. The remaining por- 
tion of the bill was for the trauma 
room treatment prior to the donation 
while attempting to save her son’s 
life, (His medical insurance will 
cover this portion.) 

Please continue to stress that a 
donor family does not incur any 
more medical expenses than they 
would if their loved one were not a 
donor. The mother continues to be u 
strong advocate of organ donation 
and gains a great deal of comfort in 
knowing that her son made it possi- 
ble for five people to live. 

Again, thank you very much for 
your continued support of organ tis- 
sue donation. You will never know 
how many lives you have saved.

and snowboarding depend heavily 
on variables over which the partici- 
pants have little control: weather, 
temperatures, snow and ice condi- 
tions. 

And make no mistake: Winter 
sports can be unforgiving to the un- 
wary. 

Take frostbite, for example. 

Because the body is not equipped 
to handle very cold temperatures, 
it's extremely impomwi to be. prop- _ 
erly dressed, according to Bob 
Rosso, owner of the Elephant's 
Perch, an outdoor specialty store in ' 
Ketchum. 

“It has to do with a layering sys- 
tem — bringing up the layers from 
the underwear through the outerwear 
and good footwear, gloves, earbands

or hats — keeping oneself dry and 
protected from the wind," he said. 

Take your gloves off periodically. 

May said, and check Fingers to be 
sure you have good circulation. It’s 
also a good idea to watch for frost- 
bite on the folks around you. 

“So what you need to do when 
you see people who aren’t wearing 
hats or whatever, and if you notice 
for example their cars turn white, 
you need to warn them," he said. 

When looking for equipment for 
any winter spurt,- Rosso advised 
finding a store that specializes in 
gear for that sport. The salespeople 
should understand the different as-

pects ol the sport, and be interested 
in what you specifically want to do, 
he.said. 

He said such stores in his area also 
tend to give information on 
avalanche hazards and suggest safe 
places to go. 

“Avalanche always sounds like a 
great big serious word, but it can 
happen with a little 10-foot hillside.", 
he said. “Someone can either be 
walking or skiing beneath that slope 
— or with snowmobHing this hap- 
pens quite a bit — and a little slope ~ 
can slough off, and it can ruin your 
day.”

it's not a good idea to ski when 
tired. Floyd said. Many people who 
visit Sun Valley want to get just as 
many runs in as they can, and push 
themselves loo hard. Floyd suggest- 
ed paying attention to your body and 
your fatigue level, and if you’re 
tired, sit out a few runs, have some 
hot chocolate and get rejuvenated. 

Snowboarding 

A snowboardcr has both feet 
locked onto the board, so if he lakes 
a fall, his legs turn together, with 
neither being twisted very much. 
Floyd said. But when he falls, a 
snowboardcr puts his hands out. and 
sometimes will break his wrist or a 
hone in his arm, lie said. 

Tubing 

But if skiing blows out knees and 
snowboarding bus(s arms, tubing 


carries with it the possibility of a 
whole range of injuries. 

Dr. Kevin Kraal, emergency room 
physician at Magic Vnllcy Regional 
Medical Center, has seen dislocated 
shoulders, broken arms and ankles 
and concussions, 

“Kids have had neurosurgery be- 
cause of bleeds in their heads from 
tubing," he said. "It’s a tremendous- 
ly dangerous thing to do, I think.” 

But he said because it’s fun, peo- 
ple will continue to do it. And so 
common sense should prevail. 

A tube heuding downhill at full tilt 
can reach 35 mph. If the rider is 
wearing wool or cotton clothing, 
when lie gets bounced off he will 
come to a sudden stop. Kraal said. 
Tluil' s when something will break. 

To help prevent this, Kraal said 
tubers should wear slick clothing so 
they’ll slide if they fall off. Don't 
stack people up on a tube. Be sure 


the runway is clear to avoid running 
into another tuber and knocking 
heads. 

Twin Falls orthopedist Dr. Bill 
May said injuries can occur to an- 
kles and arms from using them to try 
to stop, -and getting them caught in 
the snow. The greatest risk is in- 
juries to the neck or spine, he said. 

“It’s kind of like a projectile — 
even if they're on sleds they’re not 
very well protected," May said. 
“And the biggest thing they have to 
worry about is hitting another ob- 
ject.” 

He said this might happen when 
the tube goes out of control and 
heads in the wrong direction, strik- 
ing a tree of another person. To help 
prevent this. May said tuber should 
make sure the slope is dear and look 
for any obstacles before lie heads 
downhill.

Study: Caffeine can affect fetus

A. This is probably nothing more 
complicated than prc-adolcsccncc. in 
which case you would do well to stop

Pro -adolescence — or the “tweenage 
ycare," as I call them — begins around 
• age II and lasts loo long. Before this 
important transitional stage, the child's 
security is invested primarily in his 
relationship with his parents, self- 
esteem is primarily a function of 
parental approval, and the child’s sense 
of identity (sclf-concept) is tied pre- 
dominantly to his or her role within-lhe 
family. 

The "task" of prcadolcscencc is to 
find a secure niche within the peer 
group. This requires that the youngster 
put some distance between himself and 
his parents. And so, around age 11, the 
child begins withdrawing security from 
the family and investing it in the peer 
relationship. Increasingly, self-esteem 
becomes a function of peer approval, 
and self-concept a measure of how suc- 
cessful the youngster is at finding a rel- 
atively stable role within the peer 
group. 

As you can imagine — and probably 
remember — this metamorphosis gen- 
erates its share of anxiety and insecuri- 
ty, which explains why this age child

California, Berkeley. "There is enough 
evidence to say that women should 
take in as little caffeine as they can." 

Eskanazi, who wrote on accompany- 
ing editorial in the' journal, added thut 
"doctors have to walk the delicate line 
between besciging pregnant women 
with warnings and protecting the 
fetus." 

Despite recommendations made a 
decade ago by the American College of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology that preg- 
nant women should cut down on caf- 
feine, 90 pc rce aLoL wfi men drink cof- 
fee and tea during pregnancy. 

In the latest study, researchers at 
McGil( University in Canada compared 
caffeine consumption in 331 women 
who miscarried in the first five months 
of pregnancy and 993 women who 
delivered. They found that women who 
drank a cup and a half of caffeine-filled 
beverages or a comparable amount in 
chocolate had twice the risk of miscar- 
riage than women who didn’t 

"It’s scary,” said Dr. Claire Infantc- 
Rivard, the lead investigator in the 
study. "Caffeine is not the, only risk 
factor for fetal loss, but we want to 
reduce the odds. We have not identified 
a safe level yet so our advice is: Stop 
drinking." 

There have been few good studies on • 
[the dangers of caffeine and pregnancy, 
and the latest one will stir controversy. 
Last year, another study by federal 
researchers found no risk, but 
Berkeley’s Eskcnazi said that the earli- 
er report did not study enough women

Green Bay blanks Los Angeles

GREEN BAY, Wis, — What a long haul for the Green Bay Pack- 
ers. No playoff appearances in more than a decade, and no consecu- 
tive winning seasons since Vince Lombardi led them to victories in 
the first two Super Bowls in the mid ’60s. 

But working quickly and efficiently in his first two seasons as 
head coach, Mike Holmgren has at least restored respectability. 

“My goal is for the Packers to be a consistent playoff-caliber foot- 
ball team. It's wonderful that we made the playoffs in my second 
year," Holmgren said Sunday after Green Bay blanked the Los An- 
geles Raiders 28-0 at icy Lambenu Field. 

The victory and Philadelphia’s win over New Orleans clinched at 
least n wild-card spot for the Packers, who hadn't been to the play- 
offs since the strike-shortened 1982 season. 

The Packers haven’t been in the postseason during a non-strike 
season since 1972 when they Inst won the NFC Central, something 
they con do again this Sunday by beating the Lions. 

“I can't describe it really. It's just a start. But at least we accom- 
plished one or our goals. At least we are there," said Holmgren, the 
former San Francisco offensive coordinator. 

Green Bay, which just missed the playoffs last season while fin- 
ishing 9-7, started 1-3 this year but will now take a 9-6 mark into 
Sunday’s game at the Silverdome. 

"At 1-3 a lot of people didn't give us a chance,” said safety LcRoy 
Butler, who took a lateral from teammate Reggie White and scored 
after n Raiders’ fumble Sunday to make it 21-0 in the final quarter. 

"We had a lot of leaders," explained Butler, “a lot of people who 
knew early what was at stake." 

The Packers came out of the cold Sunday to beat the Raiders, who 
are also 9-6 and still in the playoff hunt in the AFC. They host Den- 
ver this Sunday. - 

The kickoff temperature Sunday was zero, the second coldest in 
the history of Lambeau Field, and the wind chill was minus-22 de- 
grees, the third coldest in the history of the fabled stadium. And the 
footing was treacherous. 

The coldest game ever in Green Bay was the 1967 championship 
game between the Packers and Dallas Cowboys dubbed ’The lee 
Bowl," when the temperature was minus-13 and the wind chill at 46- 
below. .

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N.J. Devils won’t let roller hockey teams use arena

NEWARK, N.J. — Roller hockey and 
ice hockey both have sticks and goals, but 
the similarities end there, according to the 
owner of a roller frnnehiso that wants to 
play at Brendan Byme Meadowlant^ Are- 
na. 

The winter occupant of the venue, the 
New Jersey Devils, contend they have an 
exclusive right to the building so they can 
keep (he hockey fans they have, even if the 
newcomer would only play in the summer, 

The referee for this matchup is state Su- 
perior Court Judge Reginald Stanton, who 
has scheduled a hearing Thursday in his 
Monistown courtroom. 


E. Burke Ross Jr. owns the as-yct-un- 
named New Jersey franchise of the Roller 
Hockey International League, which says it 
will begin its second season in June with at 
least 20 teams, up from 1 2 lost year. New 
Jersey is oncof the new franchises. 

Ross, owner of two radio stations in Mor- 
ris County, charges that he had a deal with 
the New Jersey Sports and Exposition Au- 
thority to lease the arena for 1 1 games this 
summer beforfe the Devils vetoed it. 

"At the 1 1th hour the Devils put a glitch 
in it by asserting what they say is an exclu- 
sive right,’’ said Michael Rosenbaum, 
lawyer for the roller hockey team. 

Talks had begun in September with the 
SEA, which operates the arena. Giants Sta- 


dium and the Mcadowlands Racetrack. An 
agreement was reached Nov. 9, but before 
it was officially concluded Nov. 15, the 
Devils objected, the lawsuit filed for Ross 
contends. The request for a 75 percent own- 
ership option came in December, according 
to the lawsuit. 

In the lawsuit, Rosenbaum asserted that 
the “exclusivity provision was intended 
Only to preclude the New Jersey Sports Au- 
thority from leasing the Brendan Byrne 
Arena to other National Hockey League or 
other professional ice hockey teams during 
the ice hockey season. Roller hockey is not 
played during the ice hockey season and 
docs not colnpctc with ice hockey." 

Roller ftockcy is played on a fiat floor, 


with players wearing in-line roller blades, 
as opposed to ice skates on a frozen surface. 

The suit also charges that the Devils said 
they would drop their opposition. to the 
tease if the Devils owners were given un 
option to purchase 75 percent of the roller 
hockey team. 

Devils lawyer Patrick Gilmartin denied 
that an option was sought, and said the 
main reason the team opposes the lease is to 
avoid competition for fans. 

Rosenbaum said that isn’t true in at least 
10 cities, where the roller hockey team uses 
the same arena as the NHL team: Anaheim, 
Calgaty, Los Angeles, St. Louis, Miami, 
Montreal, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Edmon- 
ton and San Jose. -

Green Bay blanks Los Angeles

GREEN BAY, Wis. — What a long haul for the Green Bay Pack- 
ers. No playoff appearances in more than a decade, and no consecu- 
tive winning seasons since Vince Lombardi led them to victories in 
the first two Super Bowls in the mid '60s. 

But working quickly and efficiently in his first two seasons as 
head coach, Mike Holmgren has at least restored respectability. 

"My goal is for the Packers to be a consistent playoff-caliber foot- 
ball team. It’s wonderful that wc made the playoffs in my second 
year," Holmgren said Sunday after Green Bay blanked the Los An- 
geles Raiders 28-0 at icy Lambcau Field. 

The victory and Philadelphia's win over New Orleans clinched at 
least a wild-card spot for the Packers, who hadn't been to the play- 
offs since the strike-shortened 1982 season. 

The Packers haven’t been in the postseason during a non-strike 
season since 1972 when they last won the NFC Central, something 
they can do again this Sunday by beating the Lions. 

"I can't describe it really. It’s just a start. But at least wc accom- 
plished one or our goals. At least wc arc there," said Holmgren, the 
former Snn Francisco offensive coordinator. 

Green Bay, which just missed the playoffs last season while fin- 
ishing 9-7, started 1-3 this year but will now take a 9-6 mark into 
Sunday's game at the Silvcrdomc. 

"At 1-3 a lot of people didn’t give us a chance," said safety LeRoy 
Butler, who took a lateral from teammate Reggie White and scored 
after a Raiders’ fumble Sunday to make it 21-0 in the final quarter. 

"Wc had a lot of leaders," explained Butler, "a lot of people who 
knew early what was at stake." 

The Packers came out of the cold Sunday to beat the Raiders, who 
arc also 9-6 ond still in the playoff hunt in the AFC. They host Den- 
ver this. Sunday. 


The kickoff temperature Sunday was zero, the second coldest in 
the history of Lambcau Field, and the wind chill was minus-22 de-

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N.J. Devils won’t let roller hockey teairis use arena

NEWARK, N.J. — Roller hockey and 
icc hockey both have sticks and goals, but 
the similarities end there, according to the 
owner of a roller franchise that wants to 
play at Brendan Byme Mcadowlands Are- 


Thc winter occupant of the venue, the 
New Jersey Devils, contend they have an 
exclusive right to the building so they can 
keep the hockey fans they have, even if the 
tiewcomcr would only play in the summer. 

The referee for this matchup is state Su- 
perior Court Judge Reginald Stanton, who 
has scheduled a hearing Thursday in his 
Morristown courtroom. 


E. Burke Ross Jr. owns the as-yct-un- 
named New Jersey franchise of the Roller' 
Hockey International League, which says it 
will begin its second season in June with at 
least 20 teams, up from 12 lost year. New 
.Jersey is onc of the new franchises. 

Ross, owner of two radio stations in Mor- 
ris County, charges that he had a deal with 
the New Jersey Sports and Exposition Au- 
thority to lease the arena for 1 1 games this 
summer before the Devils vetoed it. 

“At thc'l 1th hour the Devils put a glitch 
in it by asserting what they say is an exclu- 
sive right," said Michael Rosenbaum, 
lawyer for the roller hockey team. 

Talks had begun in September with the 
SEA, which operates the arena, Giants Sta- 


dium and the Mcadowlands Racetrack. An 
agreement was reached Nov. 9, but before 
it was officially concluded Nov. 15, the 
Devils objected, the lawsuit filed for Ross 
contends. The request for a 75 percent own- 
ership option came in December, according 
to the lawsuit. 

In the lawsuit, Rosenbaum asserted that 
the “exclusivity provision was intended 
only to preclude the New Jersey Sports Au- 
thority from leasing the Brendan Byme 
Arena to other National Hockey League or 
other professional icc hockey teams during 
the icc hockey season. Roller hockey is not 
played during the icc hockey season and 
docs not compete with icc hockey."

Fighting Irish QB McDougal 
looks forward to Cotton Bowl 


• DALLAS (AP) — Kevin McDougal 
hasn’t let Noire Dame’s loss to Boston 
-College spoil his surprising season, 
even though he probably won’t get the 
national title he promised Lou Holtz. 

McDougal, quick to put a positive 
spin on any situation, is looking for- 
ward rather than behind as the Fighting 
Irish try to rebound from their disap- 
pointing last-play-of-the-season defeat. 

“I put that in the past right after it 
was over," said McDougal, one of few 
Notre Dame players with such an 
upbeat outlook in the weeks following 
the Boston College game. "If wc win I 
try not to think about.it too long, and if 
wc lose I tty to treat it the same way." 

McDougal, a senior who sal for 
. three years behind Rick Mirer, backed 
into the starting quarterback job when 
freshman Ron P owl us was injured late 
in the preseason. He responded with a 
record-setting season. 

McDougal will lead No. 4 Notre 
Dame (10-1) into the Cotton Bowl 
against No. 7 Texas A&M on Saturday 
as the nation’s 12th-rated passer,; with 
a 151.3 rating. His 61.6 percent com- 
pletion rate is the best in Notre Dame 
history, surpassing Steve Beuerlcin’s 
60.3 percent clip in 1984. 


He threw for seven touchdowns and 
ran for four, directing an unheralded 
offense that ultimately was nearly as 
high-powered as the 1992 unit that fea- 
tured Mirer, Rcggi»v^rooks and 
Jerome Bettis. 

And he almost single-handedly res- 
cued the Irish from a 21-point fourth- 
quarter deficit against Boston College, 
throwing at will until his fourth-down 
TD pass to Lake Dawson gave Notre 
Dame a short-lived 39-38 lead with 
1:09 to play.

The Houston Oilers kept it going Saturday by beating 
the San Francisco 49crs 10-7, winning their 10th straight 
game to match a 3I-ycar-old club record. 

“We’re trying to win the Super Bowl." Houston receiv- 
er Ernest Givins said. “We won a big one against the 
49c re but the biggest game has yci to be played." 

Houston won the Christmas day matchup between 
.division winners by holding down San Francisco’s 
league-leading offense, which scored 55 points last week 
in a victory at Detroit, and forcing Steve Young into two 
end-zone interceptions and a fumble. 

The Oilers, meanwhile, had jast enough offense to 
overcome their own mistakes. Warren Moon had three 
interceptions but also threw a TO pass to Givins to help 
capitalize on Young’s fumble. 

“Everybody wonders at some point when we’re going 
to break but every week it’s another guy in the locker 
room who gels us going." said Moon, who gave way to 
Cody Carlson in the late going after aggravating a rib 
injury. 

"Wc have seen it all," added Moon, who expects to 
play in next Sunday’s regular season finale against the 
New York Jets. "We know what to expect. I think we're 
'a mature team. We’re a lot closer than we were earlier in 
the season. Wc play with so much more emotion, and 
that’s the key, I said at the beginning of the season you 
can’t win on talent alone; you’ve got to play with emo- 
tion."

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (AP) — Not 
even a hole in her heart could keep 
Jennifer Mead from participating in 
sports. 

Two years after doctors diagnosed 
her condition and performed open- 
heart surgery. Mead, a Providence 
College senior, is training for a spot as 
a goalie with the U.S. national wom- 
en’s soccer team. 

Next month, at the NCAA conven- 
tion in San Antonio, Texas, Mead will 
lie presented with the Honda Inspira- 
tion Award, given annually to the col- 
legiate woman athlete who has over- 
come a handicap to contribute most to 
her team's success. 

"When 1 first got back, I think they 
were kind of shocked,” she said of her 
college soccer teammates. “No one 
knew whether I would be playing. I 
didn’t think twice about it.” 

A native of Raynham, Mass., Mead 
came to Providence in 1990 on a bas- 
ketball scholarship. 

She played only basketball as a 
freshman, earning a spot on the Big 
East Conference All-Rookie Team, 
before juggling soccer and basketball 
as a sophomore. 

It was during her second basketball 
season, in January 1992, that she de- 
cided to see a doctor for a breathing 
problem that seemed to her like asth- 
ma. The doctor ordered chest X-rays. 

“There were testing for pneumo- 
nia," Mead said. “But my heart looked 
too big.” 

After taking a closer look, the doc- 
tors diagnosed Mead with a congeni- 
tal heart defect of (he atrial wall — a 
hole in the heart. One month later. 
Mead underwent four hours of open- 


heart surgery at Brigham & Women’s 
Hospital in Boston. 

A hole in the wall between the two 
heart atria can cause the heart to work 
harder to pump blood throughout the 
body, according to Dr. Michael 
Landzberg. director of the Boston 
Adult Congenital Heart Service. 

"While it may not be life-threaten- 
ing, it will create significant morbidity 
— problems in someone’s life," 
Landzberg said. Those potential prob- 
lems include heart failures and lung 
disease, lie said. 

Mead said she had been having oc- 
casional breathing problems for about 
four years leading up to the operation, 
but didn't think it was anything seri- 
ous. “ 

“I had never been sick. To be told I 
was going in for open-heart surgery 
was kind of shocking." she said. 

Mead said she never doubted she 
would recover and eventually resume 
her athletic career. 

"I was nervous but not as much as I 
probably should have been," she said. 

Mead's recovery began almost im- 
mediately after the operation. Told 
she would have to be hospitalized for 
a week to 10 days, Mead returned 
home five days after the procedure. 
Within the week, Mead was cheering 
on her basketball teammates from the 
bench. 

The first month out of the hospital 
was miserable. Doctors told Mead she 
should move her arms as little as pos- 
sible so she stayed in bed, "basically 
doing nothing." 

Within a few months. Mead was 
back at school and even doing some 
light workouts. She dropped two 


classes but managed to pass the other- 
two. In the fall, Mead was back onlhe; 
soccer field, minding the net. 

The Iraincrs had cpnslructed a chest 
protector to guard Mend’s sternum, | 
which still has nine wires holding it! 
together, so she could dive to make 
saves. 1 

"I guess there was a little bit of con-; 
ccrn since you never really know,’’; 
Providence soccer coach Nicole Crc- 
pcau said. “But she played a great sea- 
son." 

Mead earned her second straight 
All New England selection in 1992. 
On the basketball court, she returned 
to average 10. 1 points per game and 
lead the team in rebounding with a 7.4 
average. 

This past soccer season, she al- 
lowed only 1.04 goals per game and 
had a .883 save percentage. She 
trained over the summer with national 
team and is hoping for a goaltendcr’s. 
spirt on the 1996 Olympic team. 

Mead did have a setback this fall in 
basketball practice when she col* 
’lapsed on the court, basketball coach 
Bob Foley said. Doctors found noth- 
ing wrong, but Mead decided to quit 
the team so she could concentrate on 
soccer. 

Mead has enough credits to gradu- 
ate this spring, but she also has one 
season of soccer eligibility remaining. 
Crepcau is hoping she uses it. 

Foley said it was ironic that a heart 
probkm had sidelined her because 
“what’s gotten her this far is her 
heart." 

“She was a great player before (rhe 
surgery). Afterward, she became a 
leader," Foley said.

day, four days and hundreds of miles 
from the drama’s start, a Russian, 
news agency reported. 

The ITAR-Tass news agency re- 
ported that the gunmen abandoned 
the aircraft in a suburb of 
Makhachkala, capital of Russia’s 
southern Dagestan province. 

“The terrorists left the helicopter 
and escaped in an unknown direc- 
tion. Active search for the criminals 
wus launched,” it said. 

The helicopter had been followed 
by two choppers canying elite Rus- 
sian troops, and other forces waited 
in Makhachkala. It was unclear how 
the gunmen eluded them all. 

The flight to Makhachkala, on the 
shore of the Caspian Sea, wos the 
latest leg of a tense and circuitous 
journey that began on Thursday 
when the gunmen seized about a 
dozen schoolchildren. 

The kidnappers reoleased a few 
hostages at a time over the next few 
days as authorities met their de- 
mands — ranging from n radio to the 
ransom. 

Earlier Sunday, the gunmen freed 
three of their hostages and took off 
from the airport at Mincralnyc 
Vody, a mineral springs resort. 

After flying for 90 minutes to the 
southeast, the camouflage-painted 
Mi-8 helicopter landed near Khasav- 
iurt, also in Russia’s Dagestan 
province, officials said. 

It took off again, flying for about 
on hour to suburban Makhachkala, 
said ITAR-Tass. Makhachkala is 
450 miles from Rostov-on-Don, 
where the hostages were taken. 

The gunmen claimed at one time 
to be suffering from AIDS and de- 
manded free passge to Iran for treat- 
ment.

ar weapons, said the diplomat, who 
has met Kim on many occasions. 

At the same time, he added, China 
and Russia, both longtime allies of 
North Korea, are deeply concerned 
about the destabilizing effect a nucle- 
ar North Korea would have on the re- 
gion. . 

Li Sunday called for u resolution of 
the dispute through negotiation. "Chi- 
na favors a proper settlement of the 
issue through dialogues and consulta- 
tions, instead of imposing pressure 
and sanctions," Xinhua said Li told 
Boutros-Ghuli. 

Li called for a non-nuclear Korean 
peninsula, which also would require 
withdrawal of U.S. nuclear forces 
from South Korea. 

•JVe hold :hnt de-nuclearization of 
the peninsula will be reulized at an 
early date," Li said, “for this will be 
not only, conducive, to peace ond sta- 
bility in the peninsula, but also in line 
with the common interests of both 
(North and South Korea) and benefi- 
cial. to peace and stability in the re- 
gion and in the world as u whole." 

South Korea, Japan and the West 
have repeatedly asked China to use its 
influence to persuade North Korea to 
accept the inspections. 

Despite its links with North Korea, 
it is not clear how much clout China 
has, diplomats in Beijing say. For one 
thing, Chino has sculed back its aid. 
These days it is- mote interested in 
wooing South Korea, to attract invest- 
ment in industrial cities and ports in 
northern Chinn. 

For another, it is not clear how re- 
ceptive Kim would be to traditional 
diplomatic persuasion. 

"There arc grounds for suspicion. 
Wc know they arc extremists, isolated 
and extremely dangerous," said the 
Bcijin^’diplomat.

Jackson says U.S. should help 
Cuba economy, drop embargo 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Cuba 
has taken significant steps toward 
freeing its economy from state 
control, but acute shortages of 
food and medicine continue to 
plague the country, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson said Sunday. 

Jackson, who has described his 
four-day visit to the island as a 
humanitarian mission, urged the 
United States to end its three- 
dccadc-Iong economic embargo 
on Cuba’s communist regime. 

“We have to break the cycle of 
30 years of hostility," he said at a 
news conference in Havana. "The 
fight should end. It wouW be a 
disaster if the' policy of aggres- 


sion and violence is successful, 
since more Cubans will leave the 
country in rafts." 

Cuba’s economy hos been de- 
teriorating sharply since the Sovi- 
et Union — its principal source 
of foreign aid — collapsed in 
1991. 

Thousands have been fleeing 
Cuba in recent years, most of 
them heading for asylum in the 
United States. 

Jackson said Fidel Castro has 
made "substantia!" changes to- 
ward liberalizing the Cuban econ- 
omy. But shortages of food and 
medicine continue, affecting chil- 
dren the worst, he said.

If 
dummy holds three small spades, 
should I play my eight or should I 
jettbon the queen? The bidding was 
strong and dummy has a long club 
suit.

“I was afraid Lo put In the club 
jack," confessed an apologetic East. 
"I thought I had a good chance to 
score three trump tricks, so I didn't 
want to risk the loss of the ace of 
clubs." 

East had good reason lo apolo- 
gize. His unjustified fear of losing to 
South’s queen gave South an “im- 
possible" game. 

-- At-a tournament in Tyicr, TYucas, 
West led his fourth-best dub against 
the heart game. Dummy followed 
low, and East played his ace in pan- 
ic and returned a club. East fol- 
lowed low on the trump lead from 
dummy, but so did South. There 
went East's hope for three trump 
tricks. A spade was led to dummy's 
queen for another trump play 
through East, and East was held to 
only two trump tricks and a dub. 

Why should East have put in the 
dub jack for a cinch set? West's 
fourth-best lead allows East to use 
the rule of U. When West leads 
fourth best, Elast subtracts the num- 
ber of this card from 11. The re- 
mainder equals the number of high- 
er cards in his own hand plus 
declarer's and dummy. 

In today's case, 11 minus five (the 
card led) equals six. East can see 
two higher cards in dummy and four 
in his own hand. Therefore, South 
can have no card higher than the 
•five, and the play of the club jack at 
trick ont should be automatic. 

Did many others make four 
hearts or four spades? Very few. 
The record set was at four spades. 
Against the lead of a singleton 
heart, the defense managed two 
hearts, two heart ruffs and two 
clubs for three down.
